— K.7, * wl. fwd., slip I, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.7, rep. 
from * to last st., K.l.

23rd row, — As 19th row. 

24th row. — As 10th row. ** 

Rep. from ♦* to *• twice. 
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In next row. — Cast off 5 sts.. work in 
patt. to last 2 sts., K.2 tog.

Take the wool and needles 
specifled in the instructions, cast on 20 
stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth 
fabric. Lightly press work. Check the ten- 
sion by placing an inch tape across the 
stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to one inch and compare 'with the tension 



given in the instructions. AH tensions are 
measured over plain smooth fabric, lightly 
pressed. If your tension is too loose try a 
size finer needle. If your tension is too tight, 
try a size coarser needle. If there is more 
than one size of needle recommended In the 
recipe and you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in plain smooth fabric, corre- 
sponding alterations must be made to the 
needles throughout the instructions.
